It was a pleasure to talk to you. In my many years of collecting and writing we 
have not been in contact until John Kleeberg gave me your name. Thank you for sending 
the Craig and Richards Treasure Book. 

In reading the book I note that the authors; do not seem to be familiar with the 
1973 article by Ted Buttrey in the Memorias of the Mexican Numismatic Academy in 
which Mexican gold bans dated 1741, 1744, and 1746 are described, illustrated and 
condemned in English and in Spanish. 

We talked about exchanging books which we need and letting you have duplicates 
of ours. We are non-commercial and do not sell items but we gladly trade. We have 
loads of fine duplicates.
